I'very American family is counting the days 
until it can buy new cars, get new radios and refrigerators, 


build new houses. 
Supplying the demand lur our country alone is a task 
which could keep us working full time foi years. 
I he war has shown our capacity I o prod ut e. NX 
the men and, as soon as they can !>e retonvt itc< 
have the machines. 
W e also have the materials. 
But do we have the market? 
Post war markets, like all other markets, will go 
the producer who gets to the scene first with the goods. 
I lieu they will wind up in the hands of the producers 
who offer the most for the m o n ey — the ones who sell the 
best goods al the lowest prices. 
Speed and price— those are the considerations which 
will determine the future commercial prosperity of 
the 
various rivals now in the field for the world markets. 
Meanwhile America alone of the great 
powers is 
taking no steps to regear industry for peat <:. 
It s all very well to say w e have a war to win. So do 
England and Russia and france. 
But those nations are making no sorrel of the fact 
that their reconversion already is in full swing- 
Russia isn’t too busy burling steel at the Germ ans- 
or getting it ready to burl at the Japs— to use some of it to 
build assembly lines where will be turned out exactly the 
sort of goods in which America was once the world lead* r. 
Russia ism t too engrossed with her war, wha Ii now 
appears about to become a two-front war, not to Im* build 
ing factories, se tting up new power s y s t e m s , opening up 
huge coal and iron deposits, and laying dow n new tail and 
highway lines. 
I lie British people alieady have se<‘ii post wai auh* 
mobiles getting their road tests on English highways. 
I h e s e c ars were started while the robot bomb blitz was still 
under way. 
Within the past month one of 
the largest 
motorcar plants and one of the biggest rubber lire plants 
ii England were released from war production and given 
the green light tor resuming their regular outputs. 
Other facilities have been re-leased tor such purposes 
as making stoves and pre* fabricated homes, hundreds of 
whic h now are being erec ted in the bombed areas. 
Franc e, aided by our $2, >00,000,000 lend-lcase dona 
lion, has diverted enough of its war effort and supplies to 
civilian production so that the French perfume* industry 
and the textile trades are rapidly recovering. 
I wo things arc* conspic nous -- first, that these realistic 
nations want to win the pea* e as well .us win the war, and 
therefore ar** losing no time iii ge tting ready lur post war
